The  Correct  Speed 

Eighty  revolutions  to  the  minute  is  the  speed  at 
which  all  Brunswick  Records  are  recorded — there¬ 
fore  it  is  imperative  that  Brunswick  Records  be 
played  exactly  at  this  rate  of  speed  if  correct  and 
expressive  reproduction  is  desired.  Variation  of 
speed  alters  the  pitch  and  jeopardizes,  if  it  does  not 
actually  impair,  the  beauty  of  the  original  musical 
contribution. 

Set  your  speed  regulator  at  80  when  playing 
Brunswick  Records  and  be  certain  that  your  instru¬ 
ment  is  operating  as  indicated  by  the  regulator. 

TEST  SPEED  BY— 

placing  a  record  on  turn-table  and  inserting  under  its 
outer  edge  a  small  piece  of  paper  allowing  a  portion 
of  it  to  protrude  beyond  the  record.  Place  Ultona 
(Reproducer)  on  the  record  and  start  the  instrument. 
The  revolving  turn-table  should  bring  the  paper  to 
any  one  selected  point  20  times  in  15  seconds  or  40 
times  in  30  seconds,  et  cetera. 

Brunswick  Records  are  made  with  a  Spiral  Groove 
immediately  following  the  recorded  surface  of  the 
record  to  insure  a  perfect  and  automatic  stopping  of 
the  record  when  the  playing  is  completed.  It  is 
merely  necessary  in  playing  Brunswick  Records  to 
set  the  Automatic  Stop  in  the  last  spiral  groove  once 
and  each  record  played  will  stop  automatically.

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MARIO  PERRY 

A/TARIO  PERRY  the  accordion  virtuoso  has  been  heard 
on  stages  large  and  small  and  in  towns  big  and  little 
and  he  is  still  playing  accordion  and  playing  a  little  bit 
better  than  anyone  else  and  perhaps  that’s  one  reason  he 
can  charm  anything  or  anybody  with  his  accordion  tone 
and  technic  and  does  it  so  easily  that  it  seems  wrong  to 
pay  him.
